Have acknowledged that a stain of | 


purity is more dreaded by us than any 
torments or death. Yet your crafty 
cruelty avails you not: it rather 
serves to gain men over to our holy 


religion. 


St. Agnes, special patroness of pur- 
ity, was subjected to this hideous prac- 
tice when only thirteen years old. God 
protected her to the humiliation of her 
judges, and she went to her death by 
the headman’s sword as pure in body 
and soul as the day of her baptism.

not yield. What is this principle 
which no Pope ever yielded or could 
yield? The statement of this princi-, 
ple is the clearest sort of sim- 
plicity and is obvious to those who 
look at it with unbiased eyes. 


An Indelible Character | 

Let me enunciate this principle as. 
briefly and as clearly as I can. 

Christ established His church and! 
stamped it with the indelible character 
of unity and universality, that is, 
there was to be one faith held by all 
in all times and by all Nations; in 
other words, a universal, that is, a 
Catholic Church. 

In this world-wide organization 
lthere was to be a head and members, 
|which is normal to every organization 
or society. The head was Christ Him- 
self, the corner stone and foundation, | 
while He was on earth. After His! 
death, His successor, appointed by 
Himself, was St. Peter, the Prince of 
the Apostles, and after his death his 
‘successor as visible Head of the 
‘Church was the Bishop of Rome, the 
See of Peter. 

If this church is to be universal, that 
is, to minister to the faithful of all 
lands, of all times, of all races and of 
all Nations, the head of that universal 
church must obviously and naturally 
be under the domination of no one Na- 
tion, or no one race; neither should he 
be, in the perfect fulfillment of his uni- 
versal office, the subject of emperors, 
kings or potentates. 

His office was universal and by the 
very nature of things had to be inde- 
pendent of civil or political control. 
Just what form that condition of in- 
‘dependence might take was second- 
ary, so long as the fact of independent 
|headship was clear to all the world, 
| so that no one could say that the Pope 
'favored Italy or France or any other 
‘country or Nation or kingdom in his 
‘decisions and declarations governing 
the spiritual conduct of his church 
i throughout the world.

“When they dug all them catacombs 
under Rome, weren't they affraid some 
of the big marble houses would cave 
in?” asked Terence.

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A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


THE LAY-APOSTOLATE 

In the Protestant churches nearly all religious work 
outside of preaching to the people and conducting divine 
services, is carried on by lay-people, by members of the Ep- 
worth League, or of the Christian Endeavor, or of the Men's 
Bible Class, or the Ladies’ Missionary Society. 

Such work is effective, because people are edified by the 
zéal of laymen in behalf of any spiritual cause. They expect 
the priest and the minister +o be leaders in religious activities, 
because their profession relates to these things. 

The lay-apostolate is not sufficiently cultivated in the 
Catholic Church, and one of the reasons why Catholic societies 
fail to hold the interest of their members, and to attract re- 
cruits, is that they seem to have no reason other than social 
for their existence, and social attractions numerous 
enough outside of church societies. 

In some places, it is true, such societies as the Holy 
Name are doing splendid religious work ; but in most parishes 
they do Very little. The same is also true of the Knights of 
Columbus, of the Catholic Order of Foresters, and similar 
organizations of men; and it is equally true of societies of 
ladies. But in every parish the local branch of one of the 
big organizations should have definite work assigned to it, 
which it will try to do most efficiently. In Chicago the Holy 
Name Society fosters the Big Brother movement, and is 
represented in every hearing before the Juvenile Court; it 
also backs the official Catholic paper, THE NEW WORLD. 
In Detroit, the Holy Name Society gathered 10,000 sub- 
acriptions for the local Catholic paper, THE MICHIGAN 
CATHOLIC, on Sundays. The Knights of Columbus 
conducted a drive in behalf of the TABLET, in Brooklyn, 
New York, and wonderfully. In cities 
Catholic laymen hav: a complete religious census 
hy a house to house canvass. Catholic organizations of women 
are more active now than ever

Father Keller assumed the pastor 
ate of St. Joseph's on July 16, 1925, 
rhaving been appointed by the Rt. 
Rev. Bishop to sneceed the Rev. L. A. 
Moench, who died in March of that 
vear. His arrival in Mishawaka was 
ithe occasion for a forma! welcome in 
which city officials participated, Al- 
‘though his pastorate at St. Joseph's 
was a short one, he enjoyed prestige 
as one of the prominent 
leaders of the city and was beloved by 
all who knew him—Catholics and non 
Catholics as well. 

Commenting editorially on the death 
of Father Keller, a local paper said in 
; part: : 

The death of the Rev. John C, Keller 
deprives Mishawaka of one of its fore- 
most citizens. The sadness naturally 
attending the passing of one so highly 
esteemed as a clergyman and as a 
civic worker is deepened in this case 
by the suddenness with which it oc- 
curred. 

It was typical of the man that he 
labored diligently in the interests of 
his parish up to the last. If he had a 
premonition that the end of life was 
near he did not reveal it as he per- 
formed his duties Tuesday. His par- 
ishioners in Mishawaka will miss him 
for St. Joseph's parish, one of the 
most important in the Fort Wayne dio- 
cese, had in Father Keller an adminis- 
trator of great efficiency and persona!
